ASPARAGUS Planting, and Culture, The best soil for asparagus growing is 
a sandy loam with good drainage. but will do well on heavier land, but cutting 
cannot commence quite as early, but larger stalks are usually grown. 

The distance apart of the rows is where growers widely differ from 3 to 8 feet. 
we think 4 feet is sufficient having settled this point, with the plow throw out 
each way, then run the third time down making the bottom of your furrow as 
near 8 inches deep as possible then put in well composted manure or commer- 
cial fertilizer in the furrow cover about an inch or better still run along the row 
with a one horse cultivator and thoroughly mix with the soil, put the plants 
about18 inches to8 feet between the plants. cover the plants about 2 inches 
untill they start to grow, in cultivating from time to time gradually draw in 
the soil, till it is level.

sweet Potato Culture. 


In answer to the many inquiries of our patrons, as to the best method of plant- 
ing and growing the Sweet potato we give a few hints and suggestions. 

First, as to soil, sandy or sandy loam soil, is best adapted for the production of 
the perfect Sweet Potato. Select such land as has been 
occupied in corn or either kind of potatoes the summer 
previous. One or two weeks before planting time, the 
ground should be evenly plowed, not more than 2 or 8 
inches deep, immediately harrowed thoroughly. 

Two methods are followed in planting. The ‘* Hill and 
Ridge” system. In the Hill system arather shallow fur- 
row is drawn and the fertilizer placed where the hill is 
to be, and with a large hoe the earth is drawn over the 
fertilizer to a moderate highth and is ready for planting, 
two or three days should intervene before setting the 
plants, if dry. This method has the advantage of cross 
culture, but with the disadvantage of taking more time 
and nearly 2 less plants to the acre. |

SWEET POTATO PLANT. ; , ! 
The Ridge system is the one most generally followed 


by large growers, as the whole operation is performed by machinery. a one horse 
Drill puts in the fertilizer if the (commercial article is used, and this gives the 
best results with us.) then witha one horse plow run up one side and down the 
other and the ridge is made.
